The Mercantile story goes 
back to 1963 when New York's 
First National City Bank decid- 
ed to buy up the Dutch-owned 
Mercantile Bank. It was Can- 
ada's smallest chartered bank, 
but would provide the spring- 
board from which to jump into 
Canadian banking in a big way. 


As First National chairman 
James Rockefeller told the sto- 
ry to a committee of Parlia- 
ment, it was only after his 
group had bought Mercantile 
that Ottawa threatened to re- 
strict the bank’s operations.

. written by Robert MacFadden, 


president of First National, 
mentioned the Canadians had 
been assured that the U.S.

e guest speaker was introduced 
by Dr. Kenneth Douglas. Dr. Ronald 
Cc. Burr was recently named Profes- 
}sor and Head, Department of Thera- 
|pers Radiology, Queen’s Univer- 
sity. He graduated from Queen’s Uni- 
| versity in Medicine in 1932, earned a 
Fellowship of the Royal College of 
Surgeons in Edinburgh in 1935, is 
la Fellow of the American College 
of Radiology and was director of the 
Ontario Cancer Foundation, Kings- 
ton, for 20 years. 

“We live in an age of societies,” 
Dr. Burr said. “Almost every debili- 
tating or chronic disease seems to 
have an organization to help in its con- 
trol. With the development of peni- 
cillin. and antibiotics, infection has 
lost much of the dread that it at 
one time produced.” 

“Life expectancy has been @ vari- 
able factor over the years. Some- 
thing must have occurred between 
the time of Abraham and Sarah and 
‘our time to change this, for Abraham 
is said to have lived to 185 years of 
age whereas few of us can expect 
such a bonanza in this day. At the 
time of ancient Rome the life expect- 
ancy was only 35 years. Now it is 
much higher. With this increased life 
expectancy comes an increase in 
the diseases which attack older per- 
sons. These include cardiovascular 
disease and cancer. Of these two, 
cancer carries with it the greatest 
dread, mainly because in uncured 
cases there may be a long drawn out 
period of illnes with considerable dis- 
tress and discomfort.” 

“The National Cancer Institute 
of Canada, formed in 1947, was com- 
posed of leading research workers 
and medical educationalists through- 
out Canada. Its function was to cor- 
relate and support basic research in- 
to the cause of cancer and to spon- 
sor specialized professional educa- 
tion. The function of the, Canadian 
Cancer Society is the raising of funds

The ‘all-oxygen atmosphere 
was chosen to save weight and 
pace. The alternative was a 
two-gas system, such as oxygen 


and nitrogen, which the Rus- 


sians use in their spacecraft. 
But this takes extra weight — a 
vital factor when American 
roekets were less powerful than 
Russia’s boosters — and re- 
quires more complex equip- 
ment. 

In a two-gas environment, 
the spark which consumed life 
in Apello I would have flick- 
ered out harmlessly. Its origin 
would have been pinpointed 
and corrected. , 

Such an environment also re- 
quires:a double cabin for space 
walks — wherein the astro- 
naut can close a trap door be- 
hind him to free his system of 
nitrogen: before venturing into 
open space. Otherwise, he could 
become subject to the “bends” 
which sometimes afflict under- 
water divers. 

In retrospect, it is evident 
that while American scientists 
knew what they were doing, 
they took a calculated risk — 
and lost. . 

It can now be expected U.S. 
scientific and public opinion 
will be brought to bear to en- 
sure such mistakes are not re- 
péated. This means the growth 
of American space capacity will 
be retarded, because important 
changes cannot be made in 
craft design without slowing up 
the whole, program. 

The Soviets, meanwhile, are 
moving ahead slowly, apparent- 
ly avoiding every possible gam- 
ble which could result in disas- 
ter. And while it is possible the 
Russians may also have lost 
men in their space program, it 
seems to have none of the 
“crash” atmosphere of the 
American .effort. 

Astronauts Grissom, White 
and Chaffee were brave men 
who will go down in history be 
cause their deaths were the 
first of the Space Age. 

The goal set by President 
Kennedy of putting a man on 
the moon in this decade thus 
claimed its first victims six 
years later. With the American 
space: program virtually at a 
standstill, Russia continues to 
hold a clear three-year lead — 
at a time when there are only 
three years left in the decade 
of the 1960s.

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CHANGES IN GENERAL 
LEGISLATIVE GRANTS 


The. Honourable William G. Davis, 
Minister. of Education, announced 
recently a number of changes in Gen- 
eral Legislative Grants for the year 
1967. i 

The Corporation Tax Adjustment 
Grant, formerly apportioned among 
elementary school boards in a muni- 
cipality, in the ratio which their resi- 
dential and farm assessment bore to 
each other, will be apportioned in 
the ratio of their enrolments. The 
effect of this change is to increase the 
Corporation Tax Adjustment Grant to 
eligible elementary school boards. 

Average daily enrolment will re- 
place average daily attendance in the 
calculation of the grant. This means 
that a board will receive grant in re- 
spect of ‘all pupils enrolled rather 
than in respect of the days on which 
the pupils attended school. This pro- 
cedure makes allowance for the costs 
in respect of the accommodation, and 
teaching staff which must be avail- 
lable even when a pupil is absent. 

The Foundation Level for each ele- 
| mentary school pupil will be increas- 
ed from $220. to $260, and the equali- 
ation portion of the grant will be re- 
i guced by the equivalent of a 3.5 mill 
levy, up from a 3 mill levy in 1966. 
For the high -school boards, the 
Foundation Level will be increased 

by $10. per pupil for both vocational 
\and non-vocational pupils. 
| Grants for the purchase of library 
| pooks will be increased for elemen- 
tary school boards and will be ex-~- 
tended to secondary school boards, 
| permitting them to receive some 
| assistance on expenditures up to $9. 
|; annually per pupil. 
| Grants on the purchase of tele- 
vision sets, formerly available only to 
elementary school boards, will also 
be available now to secondary school 
boards. 

The amount available for textbook 
grants for all grades from kinder- 
garten to Grade 12 will be raised in 
jrecognition of the increased cost of 
textbooks. 

It is proposed to continue the At- 
| tendance Growth Grant which was 
introduced in 1966 to assist boards in 
rapidly expanding areas. 

The Ontario Foundation Tax Plan 
assumes that an elementary school 
| board, to provide a satisfactory level 
lof education, requires 4 levy of not 
liess than 3.5 mills on its provincial 
| ecuatinnd assessment for operating 
purposes. An elementary school board 
that does not levy at least 3 it 


for all purposes will not receive the 
maximum grant assistance that is 
| available under the Plan. The cor- 
responding mill rates for a secon- 
dary school board are 2 and 1,7, 
‘ respectively. 

The anticipated increase in grants 
because of these changes is set at 
$60 million.

Liberal Leader Robert Nixon and 
New Democratic Party budget critic 
Kenneth Bryden said the budget fail- 
ed to lighten the load of education 
costs’ on local taxpayers. Both 
charged that the budget would lead 
to. sharp increases in municipal taxes. 

Mr. MacNaughton conceded that 
he did not know whether the increas- 
ed aid to municipalities would be 
enough to hold local taxes down, but 
on all other aspects of the budget 
he exuded good cheer. 

Gone were last year’s budget pre- 
dictions that the province would 
need an extra 4 points of income tax 
to meet its responsibilities this year 
and Premier John Robart’s gloomy 
predictions of spending cuts that 
followed the federal-provincia) confer- 
ence in the fall. 

Mr. MacNaughton made a bow to 
the need for Government economy 
but added that “the present delicate 
poise of the economy suggests an 
expansionary fiscal policy rather 
than one of contraction.” 

Ontario got four more points of 
income tax and one point of corpora- 
tion tax to finance aid to universities 
out of the tax-sharing conference, 
but Mr. Robarts complained then 
that the gain was offset by the 
money Ontario will lose when Ottawa 
phases out its grants for the con- 
struction of technical schools. 

Government officials said recently 
that the situation has not improved 
since then. 

But the new agreement, combined 
with an expected growth in the prov- 
ince’s economy of 7 per cent, will in- 
crease total provincial revenues by 14 
per cent. 

The fevenue from income tax will 
rise $142-million ‘to $533.7-million; 
from sales tax by $25-million to $412- 
million corporation tax by $21-million 
to  $287.5-million, and gasoline 
tax by $15-million to $279-million. 

Education swallowed up most of 
the increased revenue. The budget of 
The Department of University 


| Affairs was more than doubled 


to  $206,562,000.00 and that of 
the Education Department rose al- 
most $75-million to $311,353,00. 

When ‘loans to universities and 
school boards, and manpower train- 
ing spending by other departments 
were added, the total projected 
spending on education came to more 
than $1-billion.

Slab wood, with or without 
the bark, and old fence boards, make 
the most generally effective bird 
houses. If new lumber is used, it 
should be rough, not planed; whether 
rough or planed, it shauld be treated 
with gray, olive, or dull brown stain 
of a medium shade.

Then the 145-pound African 
startled track experts when he 
sped to four separate mile 
races under 3:57) in 1965 during 
a three-week tour of New Zea- 
land, 

Included in the three-week 
stint were a 3,000 metre run 
just short of world record time, 
a quick 1,500 metre race and a 
5,000 metre run into history 
setting a world mark. 

At an indoor meet in Los An- 
geles last year the speedy cop 
ran an unheard of double: cap- 
turing a two-mile event and 
just missing the mile when he

EXPANDING HORIZONS 

Not many women have been privi- 
leged to watch nature being harness- 
ed to provide thousands of kilowatt 
hours in a hydro dvelopment literally 
created in a wilderness hundrefts of 
miles north of Winnipeg. I was flown 
into Grand Rapids as the guest of 
the Manitoba Government to be an 
eyewitness of construction beyond the 
imagination of the average citizen. 

Grand Rapids Power De- 
velopment will mean to future indus- 
trial growth in and beyond that prai- 
rie province would take an experien- 
ced economist to describe.

Enemies and comrades 


“The sensitivity of Canadian 
veterans who are upset over 
the possibility of German par- 
ticipation in"teremonies mark- 
ing the 25th anniversary of the 

battle of Dieppe; spotlights 
anew the question of when can 
an enemy’ be forgiven _ his 
deeds. 

Feelings between millions of 
people of the Allied nations 
and their former German ene. 
gmies are still bitter. Recent in- 
dications of a rénewal of Nazi 

‘ sympathies in West Germany 
have aroused indignation in 
Canada, not the least among 
Jewish Canadians. 

That such bitter acrimony 
can remain on a personal level, 
while the governments of Can- 
ada and West Germany are on 
the cosiest of terms, simply 
shows how strongly the scenes 
of war-ravaged Europe remain 
in the memories of those who 
witnessed the inferno of battle. 

In postwar relations with 
both Germany and Japan, not 
‘to mention Italy, the Western 
Allies spent vast sums and ex- 
tended tremendous material aid 
to rebuild war-ravaged econo- 
mies. In doing so, of course, 
London, Washington and Otta- 
wa wefe arming their former 
enemies against the threat of a 
new enemy: Soviet Russia. 

The Royal ‘Canadian Legion's 
arrangements for ceremonies to 
be held in Dieppe Aug. 19 will 
not have any effect on relations 
between Ottawa and Bonn. 
Hundreds of Canadians plan to 
return to the quiet French port 
to commemorate the day 25 
years ago when in one of the 
most dreadful days of World 
War II, 7,000 Canadians made 
an abortive raid on the German 
encampment. It was said later 

that the raid taught invaluable 
lessons for the invasion of Eu- 
rope, But in that single day, 
1,000 men died and 2,500 were 
taken prisoners by the Ger- 
mans, There were many cases 
of bitter mistreatment of the 
Canadians for their audacity in 
attacking Hitler's “Festung Eu- 
ropa.” 

When a +German veterans’ 
group decided it would like to 
take part in the Dieppe observ: 
ances (‘let bygones be ‘by- 
gones,”) the Canadian Legion 
reacted angrily. 

World War II was a war of, 
ideology. It was fought between 
vit ‘tions who sought to 


impdse the evil of fascism on 

the world, and a coalition of al- i 
lies who reacted to defend their 
territories and their rights. 

There’ can still be no compro- 
mise with these principles. 
‘Bhat which warranted the ex- 
treme sacrifices which war de- 
mands cannot be forgotten in - 
25 years. But principles are one 
thing, and people are another 
- especially people who did 
nothing more than what their 
country insisted was their duty. ) 

Perhaps the interests of 
peace would be better served 
by the soldiers of one-time ene- 
my nations gathering together 
and declaring, “Never again 
shall we blindly follow our 
leaders in their -insane 
crusades! Let it be known that 
a human being’s first duty is to 
the human race, not to whatev- 
er gang of rathless men occupy 
the seats of power.” 

Had the German soldiers of 
1940, or the keepers of the Nazi 
death camps felt any such stir- 
rings, the slaughter of those 
awful years might have been 
reduced. . 

Now, West Germany sits as- 
tride Europe, prosperous, migh- 
ty, its chancellor able to de- 
clare that it will sign the nu- 
clear control treaty only of its 
own free will. “No one will 
force us to do it.” : 

At the same time, Chancellor 
Kiesinger declares, “We want 
no vengeance” over the loss of 
German territories. “We want 
equal rights for our people.” 
This is in reference to the fact 
that Poland has taken over r 
Germany's eastern territory 
and the Communist state of 
East Germany occupies what 
West Germans regard as the 
“middle” of their country. 

In a new diplomatic strategy, 
West Germany has set out to 
build ties with Communist 
states of eastern Europe. Diplo- 
matic relations have been es- 
tablished with Rumania, and 
the West Germans are trying to 
reassure eastern Europe — and 
the Soviets — that they need 
not fear a revived Germany 
which would march to the east 
to regain lost territories. 

It is time for the soldiers ‘of 
both sides to escape their pris- 
ons of hate. To oppose an evil 
political system is courageous; 
to forgive its soldiers takes no» 
less courage.
